Wholesale prices, as measured by the Board of 
Trade monthly index number, were less than 4 per 
cent. higher in August than in July. This was due to 
a seasonal increase of nearly 1 per cent. in food prices, 
no appreciable change being shown on the whole for 
industrial materials and manufactures. The aggre- 
gate increases since the outbreak of war were: Gen- 
eral index, 43 per cent.; food prices, 50 per cent. ; 
and industrial materials and manufactures, 39 per 
cent. The stability in prices of industrial materials 
and manufactures last month as compared with 
July was shown by each of the three classes— 
basic materials, intermediate products and manufac- 
tured articles—into which such goods (except fuel) are 
classified according to the stage of completion reached 
by the products concerned. Increases in comparison 
with August 1939 were: Basic materials, 574 per 
cent.; intermediate products, 48 per cent.; and manu- 
factured articles, 254 per cent. Prices of building 
materials were 4 per cent. higher than in July and 
224 per cent. higher than in August 1939. 


In the early part of the month food prices fell 
slightly in the aggregate, but this was more than 
counterbalanced by a sharp rise in the last week; price 
changes for industrial materials and manufactures 
in the aggregate were unimportant.

Food and Tobacco.—The substantial increase in the 
cereals group (6 per cent:) was mainly due to a rise 
of 16-19 per cent. for English barley, which to some 
extent represents the normal movement due to the 
substitution of the new crop for the old, but also re- 
flects the system of higher prices designed to offset 
the recent increase in farm workers’ wages. Oatmeal

and rice were about 9 per cent. dearer on the average 
for the month; for the latter this resulted mainly 
from a rise in the second half of July. A further in- 
crease in the prices of eggs and wet fish raised the 
index for the meat, fish and eggs group by 14 per 
cent, In the other food group, which showed a de- 
cline of 3 per cent., the outstanding decreases were 
40} per cent. for potatoes and 42 per cent. for apples. 
The former was partly seasonal, but was larger than 
usual because the price had been exceptionally high 
in July. The latter was due to the introduction of 
English apples on the market, which also had the 
effect of causing a fall in the price of imported varie- 
ties from the previous high level. Tomatoes showed 
a further seasonal fall of 154 per cent. There was a 
sharp advance in the price of Egyptian onions towards 
the end of the month, and sugar was dearer under 
the new Control Order of 26 August. The full effect 
of the increase of 2s. per lb. in the tobacco duty on 
24 July resulted in an increase of 7-9 per cent. for 
August over the July average. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Changes 
in the group indices were relatively small in August, 
the largest being an increase of nearly 2 per cent. for 
the cotton group, due mainly to an average rise of 
about 13 per cent. for Egyptian cotton. There was a 
small rise for American cotton (2 per cent.) and yarns 
were slightly dearer. The decrease of 1.6 per cent. in 
the index for the wool group was largely attributable 
to a fall of 7 per cent. recorded for wool rags; this 
was wholly due to the inclusion in the July average of 
high prices ruling at the beginning of the month, as 
prices showed a slight recovery during August, Yarns 
were also rather cheaper with the exception of carpet 
yarns which showed no change from the July level. 
The decline of rather less than 1 per cent. shown 
for other textiles was caused by a sharp fall of 16 per 
cent. in jute prices which more than offset increases 
of 7 per cent. recorded for dry spun linen yarns, the 
price of which was raised late in July, and of 4 per 
cent. for Manila hemp. Coal prices were unchanged 
during the month, while in the metal groups the only 
changes were a small increase for imported iron ore 
and falls of about 4 per cent. for tinplates and a little 
over 1 per cent. for tin. There were few changes in 
chemicals and oils, the most marked being an increase 
of about 5 per cent. for sulphuric acid following an in- 
crease in the maximum price schedule authorised by 
the Ministry of Supply. Fertilisers were rather dearer, 
while coal tar products cheapened. Prices of the items 
in the miscellaneous group were mostly unchanged, 
a decrease of about 84 per cent. for goatskins being 
offset by increases for rubber (34 per cent. on aver- 
age) and for chalk lime which advanced by nearly 20 
per cent. early in August.

Notice To Importers No. 93 


Import licences for small arms and ammunition, 
with the exceptions specified below, will, in future, be 
issued on the advice of the War Office. Applications 
for licences, which can only be considered if submitted 
by registered firearm dealers, should be addressed to 
the Under-Secretary of State [M.I.L. (c)], The War 
Office, Whitehall, London, S.W.1. 

Applications for licences for the following types of 
small arms and ammunition wil] continue, as hitherto, 
to be dealt with by the Import Licensing Department : 

(1) Sporting guns and ammunition (i.e. smooth-bore 
shotguns and ammunition therefor), and parts 
of such guns and ammunition. 

(2) Air guns, air rifles, air pistols and ammunition 
therefor. 

(3) Arms and ammunition imported as_ personal 
property. 

With regard to classes (1) and (2), however, it 
should be noted that import licences are not, in 
general, being issued for such goods. 

Forms of application for licences may be obtained 
from the Import Licensing Department, Board of 
Trade, 25, Southampton Buildings, London, W.C.2, 
or from the office of any collector of Customs and 
ixcise. 

TURPENTINE AND PINE OIL: WOOL 
FLOCKS 


Notice to Importers No. 94 


The Board of Trade announce that the Open Gen- 
eral Licence authorising the importation of the fol- 
lowing goods :— 

Turpentine and pine oil, 
Wool flocks, 


has been revoked with effect from 9 September 1940. 
Individual licences will now be required for the im- 
portation of these commodities except in the case of 
goods proved to the satisfaction of H. M. Customs 
and Excise to have been dispatched to this country 
before 9 September 1940 and which are imported into 
the United Kingdom before 9 November 1940. 





Applications for licences to import turpentine or 
pine oil should be addressed, together with a state- 
ment of the importer’s past trade in the goods in 
question, to the Import Licensing Department. Forms 
on which the statement of past trade should be given 
will be provided on application to the Import Licens.- 
ing Department; forms of application for licences are 
also obtainable from the Department or from the 
Offices of H.M. Collectors of Customs and Excise. 

Until further notice, no licences will be issued for 
the importation of washed flocks. 


PURCHASE TAX 
FINAL DATE FOR REGISTRATION 


The Finance Bill which has just become law em- 
powers the Commissioners of Customs and Excise to 
prescribe the final date by which persons who are re- 
quired by law to register for Purchase Tax purposes 
must do so. The Commissioners have made an Order 
(S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1552, price 1d.) requiring all 
persons now carrying on a registrable business to apply 
for registration before 20 September 1940, 

Manufacturers of Purchase Tax goods and wholesale 
dealers in such goods who have not yet received a copy 
of the Customs explanatory leaflet and the necessary 
form of application for registration should obtain one, 
without delay, from their local Officer of Customs and 
Excise or from the Custom House, London, E.C.3. 

Registration under the Purchase Tax is, of course, 
entirely distinct from the Board of Trade registration 
in connection with the Limitation of Supplies Orders, 
though the two schemes have certain features in 
common. 

The question has been asked why registration is 
necessary for Purchase Tax purposes. The first answer 
is that it is a legal obligation and heavy penalties are 
incurred by failing to do so before the above date. But 
there is more in it than this. A firm which is not regis- 
tered is unable to buy Purchase Tax goods tax free 
for its business. On the other hand a firm incurs no 
additional liability by registration, since the obligation 
to pay tax on its sales of such goods to retailers exists 
under the law whether the firm is registered or not.

WAR RISKS INSURANCE ACT, 1939 
(PART Il) 


COMMODITY INSURANCE SCHEME 
EXTENSION TO IsLE oF MAN 


An Order-in-Council (The Defence (War Risks Insur- 
ance) (No. 4) Regulations, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 
1616, price 1d.)) has been made extending Part II of 
the War Risks Insurance Act, 1939, to the Isle of Man 
as from 4 September 1940. Except as mentioned below, 
traders in the Isle of Man will, as from 4 September 
1940, be in the same position as traders in the United 
Kingdom, that is to say, they will be entitled to insure 
their stocks under the commodity insurance scheme 
and will be under obligation to do so if the value of 
those stocks exceeds £1,000. Traders carrying on busi- 
ness in the United Kingdom should increase the amount

of their cover so as to include any stocks in the Isle 
of Man. 

As the Food Control Committees (Local Distribu- 
tion) Order, 1939, does not apply to the Isle of Man, 
traders in the Isle of Man are not subject to the War 
Risks (Compu!sory Insurance of Commodities) (No. 2) 
Order, 1940 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 
11 July 1940, page 27), which requires persons licensed 
to sell certain specified foods by retail to insure all 
foodstuffs owned by them for sale where the total 
value of such foodstuffs exceeds £200. 


EXPORT LICENSING 
PAPER AND BOARD FOR EIRE 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 34) Order (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1637, 
price 1d.), which comes into force to-day. Under the 
terms of this Order it is prohibited to export to Eire, 
except under licence from the Board of Trade :— 

(1) Paper of all kinds, other than the following excep- 
tions : — 

Paper in sheets of a superficial area not exceeding 
150 square inches (except waste paper). 

Paper in rolls or on bobbins or reels where either 
the width of the paper or the diameter of the roll 
of paper does not exceed 9 inches (except cigar- 
ette paper). 

Printed paper (not being waste paper). 

Textile-backed paper. 

Bitumen-treated paper. 

Crepe paper. 

Embossed wallpaper. 

Gummed paper. 

Cigarette paper in booklet containers. 

Photographic printing paper (whether sensitised 
or not). 

Paper patterns, paper yarn fabric, carbon paper, 
and other articles made from paper. 

(2) Paper boards of all kinds, other than the foliowing ex- 
ceptions :— 

Board in sheets of a superficial area not exceeding 
150 square inches. 

Board in rolls or on reels where either the width 
of the board or the diameter of the roll of board 
does not exceed 9 inches. 

Printed board. 

Textile-backed board. 

Bitumen-treated board. 

Gummed board. 

Articles made from board. 


PAPER CONTROL 


PRICES OF ESPARTO PAPERS, ETC., AND 
IMITATION KRAFT 


The shortage of esparto has led to a substantial sub- 
stitution of straw for esparto in the production of 
esparto papers, and, as this substitution involves in- 
creased costs of production, the Minister of Supply has 
made the Control of Paper (No. 23) Order, 1940 (S.R.& 
0., 1940, No. 1627, price 1d.), to enable increased 
prices to be charged for esparto papers and boards. The 
Order, which came into operation on 9 September 1940, 
provides for an increase of £11 per ton in the maximum 
prices set out in Section VIII of the First Schedule 
to the Control of Paper (No. 10) Order (see the *‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ’’ of 4 April 1940, page 357) in place 
of the increase of 44 per cent. which was allowed under 
the No. 18 Order (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 30 May 1940, page 521). 

The Order also amends the specification of the burst- 
ing strength factor in connection with the maximum 
prices for imitation kraft papers set out in Sections 
XXII and XXITI of the Control of Paper (No. 10) 
Order on account of the need for the use of waste paper 
in the production of those papers. 


LEATHER CONTROL 


The following Orders have been issued by the 
Minister of Supply :— 

1, The Control of Native Cattle Hides (No. 1) Order 
(S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1615, price 2d.), operative from 9 Sep- 
tember, reducing the maximum prices which may be paid 
for United Kingdom cattle hides as fixed by the Control of 
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Hides and Skins (No. 5) Order, 1939 (see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal’’ of 9 November 1939, page 673). 

2. The Control of Tanned Kips (No. 1) Order (S. R. & 
O., 1940, No. 1626, price 1d.), also operative from 9 Sep- 
tember, reducing the maximum prices which may be paid 
for imported tanned kips, as fixed by the Control of Hides 
and Skins (No. 7) Order, 1940 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 15 February 1940, page 169). The Order also 
prohibits the purchase or sale or cutting of such kips, by 
any person other than a leather-currier, except under 
licence from the Minister of Supply. 


CONTROL OF MOLASSES 


The Minister of Supply has issued the Control of 
Molasses and Industrial Aleohol (No. 10) Order (S.R. 
& O., 1940, No. 1628, price 1d.), which comes into 
force on 1 October. The new Order extends the pro- 
visions of the No. 8 Order (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 4 July 1940, page 8) to formaldehyde. In 
consequence a licence will be required by anyone wish- 
ing to buy, sell, treat, use or consume more than 
40 gallons of formaldehyde in any one calendar month. 
Any inquiries should be addressed to the Molasses and 
Industrial Alcohol Control, Great Burgh, Epsom, 
Surrey. 


EXPORTS TO BULGARIA, GREECE, 
YUGOSLAVIA AND TURKEY 


By virtue of the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 
16) Order 1940, dated 13 June 1940, all goods for ex- 
portation to, inter alia, Bulgaria, Greece and Yugo- 
slavia were made subject to export licence and, by 
an Order of the Board of Trade of the same date, ex- 
isting licences were revoked. 

The Board of Trade are now prepared to consider 
applications for licences to export goods to the coun- 
tries mentioned above, but it must be borne in mind 
that facilities for exportation to these destinations are 
strictly limited.

BRITISH TRADE WITH SOUTH AMERICA 


Two representatives of the United Kingdom Com- 
mercial Corporation are to sail shortly for Argentina 
with the object of setting up an organisation to facili- 
tate the important trade between the United King- 
dom and South America. 

To supplement the normal deliveries of British 
goods to South American markets, the President of 
the Board of Trade, acting on the recommendation 
of the Export Council, has authorised the Corpora- 
tion to take the necessary steps to facilitate the hold- 
ing in South America of adequate stocks of United 
Kingdom goods which South America requires. 

As rapidly as conditions permit, the United King- 
dom Commercial Corporation will endeavour to 
create in other South American countries organisa- 
tions similar to that to be set up in Argentina. 

The Corporation will not itself trade but will use 
existing trade channels and help in opening up new 
ones. 

Note.—South America’s need for British goods is in- 
creased by the inability, thanks to British sea-power, of 
Germany, Italy and the countries occupied by German 
forces to deliver products which they formerly shipped 
overseas. About 1,000,000 tons of shipping is at present 
employed in trade between South America and the United 
Kingdom. It is believed that the arrangements now being 
made will lead to considerable trade expansion. 


TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 


FRENCH SOMALILAND

The Memorandum is a booklet of 48 pages dealing 
with ‘‘ Canadian Government Regulations ’’ (12 sec- 
tions including, inter alia, notes on Sales Tax, War 
Exchange Tax and Import Excise Tax, Foreign Ex- 
change Control, Dumping Duty and ‘ Marking of 
Goods ’’ Regulations), ‘‘ Representation in Canada ”’ 
(9 sections), ‘‘ Distribution ’’ (4 sections dealing with 
the wholesale trade and distribution through the re- 
tail trade), ‘‘ Conduct of Business ’’ (7 sections in- 
cluding quotations, currency and terms and methods 
of payment), ‘‘ Special Considerations ’’ (8 sections 
—deliveries, weights and measures, samples, buying 
seasons, etc.), *‘ Publicity,’’ ‘‘ Postage and Tele- 
graph,’’ ‘* Statistics’’ (of imports and production 
very briefly) and ‘‘ Miscellaneous ’’ (The Canadian 
National Exhibition and H.M. Trade Commissioner 
Service). 

The Department of Overseas Trade can also fur- 
nish selected lists of importers and department stores, 
classified according to the goods handled, and of 
leading manufacturers in the Dominion (as buyers of 
raw materials and semi-processed goods), rates of im- 
port duties and statistics of imports.

AGENTS OF ITALIAN NATIONALITY 
IN EGYPT 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy in 
Egypt states that the Egyptian Sequestrate-General 
is prepared to consider sympathetically cases of United 
Kingdom firms wishing to transfer to non-Italian firms 
goods sent to agents in Egypt of Italian nationality 
against firm orders but not paid for. In the case of 
United Kingdom goods held on consignment by Italian 
agents, or in Customs bond, the Sequestrate-General 
would give instructions to transfer if satisfactory 
evidence of actual United Kingdom ownership is pro- 


duced. 


United Kingdom firms wishing their cases brouglit 


before the Sequestrate-General are advised to com- 
municate full details, e.g. nature of goods, date of 
shipment, copy of order, ete., to the Commercial Secre- 
tary, British Embassy, Cairo. Firms desiring to 
appoint new agents to replace their Italian agents in 
Egypt should forward a mandate for the purpose to the 
— Chamber of Commerce, 5, Sharia el Guedida, 
airo. 


The mere fact that an agent in Egypt is an Italian 
national does not of itself make it incumbent on a 
United Kingdom firm to terminate the agency. 


CANADIAN GOLD MINING INDUSTRY 


_ His Majesty’s Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa 
has sent to the Department of Overseas Trade, Great 
George Street, London, 8.W.1, a copy of the Canadian 
publication entitled ‘‘ Summary Review of the Gold 
Mining Industry in Canada, 1939.’’ It shows that 
production of new gold in that year totalled 5,094,379 
fine troy ozs., the leading provinces being Ontario 
(3,086,076 fine ozs.), Quebec (953,377 fine ozs.) and 
British Columbia (626,970 fine ozs.) 


The production of gold by the principal mines is 
given, and firms interested can borrow the report from 
the Department of Overseas Trade; alternatively, firms 
offering plant and supplies can obtain a shorter list of 
the gold mining companies from the Department. 


The Review gives considerable detail of production, 
and also contains brief articles on allied subjects, e.g.

application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade pro- 
ducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
ls generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, New Public Offices, 
Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as the information 
required is frequently already in the possession of the 
Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should 
the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
Specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST Loss 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The 
guarantees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any 
person, firm or company carrying on business in the United 
Kingdom, and the goods, generally speaking, must be home 
produced, i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom. 


SHort-TeERM CREDITS 


The guarantees protect exporters against the main risk 
of giving credit to oversea buyers. Losses arising from the 
insolvency of the buyer can be covered by the Department’s 
Comprehensive Guarantee Policy for the whole of an ex- 
porter’s business during a forward period of twelve months. 
An Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee, which can 
be obtained for a supplementary premium, protects the ex- 
porter against the risk that a buyer may be unable to make 
payment when due owing to the imposition of exchange 
restriction, or to the occurrence of war between the im- 
porter’s country and the United Kingdom, or to war, 
hostilities, civil war, rebellion, revolution, insurrection, 
civil commotion or other disturbance in the country of the 
buyer. 


CREDITS TO PuRCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETO. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities or private traders. In the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 
ment’s guarantees. 


Pre-SHIPMENT Risks 


Policies are also issued to cover 75 per cent. of loss in- 
curred owing to shipment of goods ordered being prevented 
by various causes. These are: (a) the insolvency of the 
buyer before shipment is due to take place; (b) the imposi- 
tion of import restrictions in a buyer’s country after an 
order has been placed which, in their effect, render it im- 
possible or impracticable for the buyer to take delivery 
of the goods; (c) the occurrence of war, hostilities, civil 
commotion and the like in the buyer’s country. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence 
and transactions.
